, |>earance in a herd the sick hogs should 
lie separated from the healthy. 
In so do- 
jag always remove the healthy from the in- 
| fel ted pens. 
Dive those th a t have been ex­ 
posed to the contagion teu drops of pure 
' carbolic acid. for every hundred weight of 
pork, mixed with food, the intention being 
to fortify the system as much as possible 
‘gainst the disease. 


The new Ohio statu te regulating the 
sale ot liquor is styled, according tc 
an “Ohio idea,” the Dow Law. 
It fix 
es a tax on the liquor traffic of $200 
a year, with $100 tax on beer and 
wine. The Ohio Constitution forbids 
‘‘licensing” saloons, anc the Dow law 
is a circuitous way of ev ading this pro­ 
hibit ion by calling the license fee a 
tax. 
It avoids the defects in previous 
acts of th e r-ume character, in conse­ 
quence of w hich they have been declar 
ed unconstitutional by the courts.

Recently we referred to the fact of an 
Extraordinary brilliant meteor hav­ 
ing flashed across the sky in this neigh­ 
borhood, and we invited communica­ 
tions upon it from any who might 
have observed it. 
It seems that upon 
the same night a similar meteor wa- 
observed in England. 
Now, under or­ 
dinary circumstances, there was noth­ 
ing notable in this, for meteors are 
known to be continually falling, it 
having been calculated that many 
millions of them fall .annually to th e 
earth. 
But that one should fall of 
exceeding brilliance, and be described 
in alm ost identical language bycorre- 
epond**nts in the Times and by our­ 
selves is worthy of note and further 
impure. 
We recorded that such a me­ 
teor appeared at 12 27 inthediceo- 
t ion of east -southeast from < umballa 
Hill, 
from 
which 
place 
it 
was 
-**en. 
It wa- subsequently report ed 
from Butnagherry that a meteor was 
-evil there, but to the north. 
A cor- 
res] ion dent wrote us from Mahablesh- 
wur, who reported that he saw a very 
bright meteor a? 
1:30 (local time), 
but th? great difference in time point­ 
ed to some error iii recording t he exact, 
appearance, or else prove#! ilia' it xvas 
some other meteor that was seen. 
In 
England there was a meteor which 
seems to have passed over London 
about 5:05 p. rn., Greenwich time, or 
9:55 p. rn. Bombay time. 
And it ap­ 
pears t#> have been traveling eastward. 
It doe- not seem beyond the bonds of 
possibility that the meteors seen here 
and in England were the same. 
The 
absolute difference in time would thus 
be two hours and thirty-two minutes, 
which is equal to th e time taken to 
travel the distance between these two 
points. 
Assuming this distance to be 
about 5,500 miles,t he rat eat which the 
meteor was t raveling was about t hirfcy- 
five and a half miles a minute in the 
earth's 
atmosphere. 
The rate at 
which meteors travel in interstellar 
space I- about forty to titty miles per 
second. 
So that the difference be­ 
tween these two rates of speed shows 
the retardation due to the earth's at­ 
mosphere, always going upon the a?-

forty cents. 
Ho his fifty cents a day 
would not 
l^iy m any pounds of meat or butter, 
if the family was large. 
F o r there 
were shoes to he got for all, clothes, 
fuel, lights, as well as food, all out of 
fourteen shillings a week, and in sight 
of the castle of my lord, nvIio was rich 
solely because the hind was poor. 
fl’he ordinary cottage of the English 
laborer has but two rooms, and when 
the married m an has a family of near­ 
ly or quite grown s o n s and daughters 
they often all sleep in one room, and 
not unfrequently in the sam e bed. 
The 
great m ajority of cottages are wretch­ 
edly built often on very unhealthy 
sites miserably small, very low, badly 
drained, and they scarcely ever have 
a cellar or space under tho roof above 
the room on the lower floor.

A Midlight Blaze.
